The above figures are given in a 


report issued by the Committee on 
beasonal Operation in the Con' 
struction Industries, appointed by 
Secretary Hoover of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce as a result of 
the President's Conference on Un- 
" 2lpjmeiitc_ formed in 1921 to 


stimulate employment, to elimi 
nate waste and to reduce costs. 
.. The commitlee decided that idle 
time, amounting on an average to 
about 25 per cent among all the 
building workers 'of the country 
represents waste and direct losses 
to the construction -industries the 
workers and the public, and that 
such losses as are due to seasonal 
ups and downs in 'the construction 
industries are undoubtedly pre- 
ventable. 


In support of its thesis that 


custom not climate is mainly re- 
sponsible for these fluctuations, 
the committee points out that sea- 
sonal unemployment in construc- 
tion is not confined to the states 
where the climate is severe but 
affects cities in the South and on 
the Pacific Coast in much the same 
way that it affects those on the 
Canadian border. 
"The- art of construction has 


advanced to such a point that the 
effect of bad weather on .building 
"""•afaons_ has been greatly re- 


. 


duced," the report states. "Thcref 
is today much less manual labor! 
on tiie job than formerly; a great- 
er proportion of the work is donel 
in factories by power machinery 
which is less affected by the ele- 
ments, than hand labor. Steel and 
concrete construction, with "cer- 
tain safeguards, can go forward 
at low temperatures. Methods of 
wir.ter construction developed by 
leading contractors should now ba 
greatly extended.
